“Gesta Romanorum,” 

The work we noticed the other day, under 
the title of “Ancient Moral Tales, from the Ges- 
ta Romanorum,” is full of curious and interest- 
ing matter. If one would obtain a clear idea 
of the differences between Ancient and Modern 
Fiction, and trace the germs of several of the 
finest literary productions of modern times, 
these “Ancient Tales” will be a great aid to 
him. The old romancers never consulted veri- 
similitude in their narratives. ‘I'he wilder the 
monstrosities they could engender, the greater 
they deemed their triumph. They never at- 
tempted to dress Fiction in the garb of Truth, 
but often Truth in the robes of Fiction. In 
our own time, the Novelist taxes every faculty 
to make his narrative appear truthful, and es- 
chews all miraculous events. Should he intro- 
duce a supernatural character, the effect of the 
broken. Eugene Sue has committed a deplora- 
ble blunder, in bringing in the Wandering 
Jew, as an actor in his drama. ‘When we sce 
the man, with the “brows clear across his fore- 
head,” gliding in to relieve the plot, just when 
it is entangled beyond the power of ordinary 
agents, the enchantment of verisimilitude for 
a moment vanishes; our sense of propriety is of- 
fended: and we are troubled with a painful sus- 
picion of the weakness of the inventive power 
ofthe author.- What makes it worse is, that 
the whole story could have been just as well 
managed without any aid from this inhabitant 
of eighteen centuries. nig 

But, this everlasting walker would have been 
a very reasonable hero in the old romances.— 
As a specimen of their extravagances, reaching 
at times the extremes of pucrility, take the fol- 
lowing. A King’s daughter was contracted to 
the son of the emperor of Rome, who of course 
could not even beget a child, without dream- 
ing a marvellous dream as a preliminary. She 
set sail in company with protectorsand coun- 
sellors. 


“And it came to pass as they sailed towards 
Rome, a storm rose, and drove the ship hither 
and thither over the waves, until she brake 
against a rock, and sank into the waters. And 
all they that were in her were drowned, save 
the daughter of the King, who put her trust in 
God, and was saved. At length the storm aba. 
ted, and the ship, broken and _helpless,. rose 
from beneath the waves and floated. But lo, a 
great whale followed after the ship, to swallow 
up it and the maiden. So the maiden struck a 
light, and lighted a fire that terrified the whale, 
which dared not approach the ship for fear of 
the fire. At break of day she fell asleep, for 
she was weary of watching; end as she slept, 
the fire ceased for want of fuel, and the whale 
came and devoured the maiden.

advancement of a particular theory, there is yet 
mucli in the articlein Blackwood, to arrest at- 
tention, and awaken serious reflection. 

It is admitted that wealth is increasing to an 
unparalleled extent, but suffering and distress 
are augmenting just as rapidly among the ru- 
ral inhabitants. At no distant day, it is feared, 
the old race of landed proprietors, with the ex- 
ception of a few magnates, will be all routed 
out, and their place supplied by a new set of 
purchasers from the commercial towns. 


in the mantffaeturing districts, but paupcrism 
has more than kept pace with it in all. A se- 
venth part‘of all the inhabitants of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland are set down as paupérs:—in 
Ireland, 2,300,000, England, 1,500,000, Scot- 
land, 200,000; total, 4,000,000. The whole pop- 
ulation is about 28,000,000. Since the peace, 
two hundred millions sterling have been raised 
for the relief of the poor in England alone. 

Meantime, all attempts to pay off the Nation- 
al Debt have been abandoned by Government, 
and the principle proclaimed, that any surplus 
of revenue over expenditure, must be applied 
to the reduction of taxation, not of the debt. 


Indirect taxation no longer available, it has 
become necessary to resort to asscssment on 
property and direct taxation. 

Crime and destitution have been increasing 
during the last thirty years among the working 
classes. é, 
Every four or five years, a brief period of 
gambling, extravagance, and commercial pros- 
perity, is succeeded by a long and dreary sea- 
son of anxiety, distressand depression. 

Then follow frightful strikes among the 
workmen, attended with boundless disfress 
among, and hideous democratic tyranny over 
them. 

Popular insurrection has hecome so common, 
that it is rare for two years to pass by, without 
the enforcement of martial law in some part of 
the empire. . 

Unheard-of efforts to extend the religious es- 
tablishments of the state, and multiply means 
of moral and intellectual instruction among 
the people have-been nade, but hitherto with 
no perceptible effect. 

The working classes, quiet during the short 
periods of prosperity, cherish at all times a 
deep jealousy and hatred of the monied inte- 
rest, and deem themselves and their employers, 
natural enemies. 

And all these evils are growing worse and 
worse, every hour; the foundations of the social 
fabric are giving way; and it is apprehended 
that ere long, a violent revolution may change 
the whole scene. 

This state of things is attributed by the re- 
viewer to the operation of the doctrines of 
Free-Trade, and what is called the liberal 
policy. Taxes upon imports have been dimin- 
ished, till on all, save a few articles, they are 
now entirely removed; native industry has 
been exposed, with a very slender protection, 
tothe competition of foreign States; the re- 
straints on the exportation of machinery have 
been removed, to allow foreign nations every 
advantage in competing with native skill; pun- 
ishment has been alleviated till the penalty of 
death, save in cases of wilful murder, has betf 
practically abolished; the liberty of the press 
pushed the length of allowing without control, 
its utmost licentiousness; unbounded toleration 
permitted in matters of opinion, even:so far as 
generally to proclaim impunity to the worst 
Chartist or Socialist doctrines ; combinations 
among workmen to raise their wages declared 
legal, and carried into practice on'the greatest 
scale in all the manufacturing districts; a great 
organic change introduced into the constitu- 
tion, to render Government more thoroughly 
dependent. on public opinion; taxes to the 
amount of about thirty millions sterling on ar- 
ticles of consumption, repealed in less than 
thirty years; a vast monetary change, to lower 
prices by raising the value of money, introduc- 
edand steadily enforced; and the principle of free 
competition introduced generally as the basis 
of social union, the only sure guarantee of na- 
tional prosperity. 

These are the causes to wifie& the reviewer 
assigns the evils noticed aboye. To us, he 
seems as one that mockoth:: apayib payonld tale | 
more logic than he possesses, to show the con- 
nection between the.liberal policy and the 
effects ascribed to it, Every problem connect- 
ed with man, as an individual or social befhg, 
should be reasoned upon with extreme care. 
The phenomena of disease are defined and 
classified with the utmost difficulty; the action 
of morbific causes, and the operation of medical 
agents, are topics of perpetual disputes. So in 
thetbody politic, it is perhaps impossible to de- 
scribe its disorders with entire truth. We are 
apt to exaggerate this evil, overlook that com- 
pensating elément, and mugnify or minify 
according to the point of light from which we 
may observe, the mood in which we may in-

He, then, who attempts to identify the oppres- 
sions of the free working man with the chattel 
slavery of the Southern negro, confounds things, 
in their nature ‘and their relations inherently 
different; insults the freeman, by grossly dis- 
paraging his condition, and wrongs the slave, 
by blinding the eyes of philanthropy to the 
peculiar and cnormous outrage committed up- 
on him. 

2. The chattel-slavery of the South injures 
the interests of mankihd every where, espe- 
cially the welfare of the free working classes. 
t does this, by lowering the popular idea of 
the dignity and sacredness of a Man; by im- 
pairing essentially the people’s reverence for 
the Rights of Man; by the disgrace which it at- 
taches to Labor, indirectly giving a factitious 
importance to the capitalist, and debasing the 
laborer. The contempt which the slavclrold 
ers of South Carolina bear the Northern peo- 
ple, has its origin in the idea that they are all 
working men, and therefore but little above 
slaves. "84 

Associationists must see in all this a bar to 
thcir efforts to lessen the importance of Capi- 
tal, and raise the value of Labor. Their 
schemes proceed on the assumption of ‘the 
equality of all men in rights, but at every mo- 
ment they are met silently but potently by 
the wretched apathy of the people, growing in 
great part out of their long-continued habit of 
regarding chattel-slavery as excusable, and 
slaveholders the most kind, agreeable, and 
chivalric of men.

4. "The practical effect of the theory of the 
Associationists, noticed above, is highly inju- 
rious. Under the delusion that they are at- 
tending to a greater work, they are totally neg- 
lecting a lesser one, the performance of which 
would facilitate their main object. They 
would first remove a subtile, universal oppres- 
sion, pervading the whole social fabric, where 
the process of removal is extremely doubtful, 
and must be exceedingly protracted, before 
touching a peculiarly gross form of Injustice, 
palpable and local, the remedy for which is 
simple, certain and accessible, and must be ap- 
plied, as an essential preliminary to higher re- 
forms. 

Humanity advances step by step, not by 
leaps. It must first saw off the handcuffs, 
next loosen its fetters, then try the bolts and 
bars of its prison, and at last scale the outer 
walls, before it can enjoy perfect freedom. Sla- 
very must fall, before Oppression give way. The 
grosser forms of Injustice must disappear, ere 
you can arouse popular feeling against its more 
subtile and more pérvading manifestations. In 
the anti-slavery school are taught the Princi- 
ples, are generated the Feelings and Habits, on 
which you must rely for the elevation of La- 
bor, and the extrication of Society from the 
web of manifold oppressions. He, who ex- 
pects to accomplish the latter objects, before 
attending to the duties inculcated in that 
school, is like one who should attempt to teach 
rhetoric to a man ignorant of the letters of the 
alphabet. 

We have no objection that our Association 
friends should prosecute industriously their en- 
terprise, and urge upon Abolitionists the fact, 
that but a part of the work of regenerating so- 
ciety is done, when slavery is abolished, But, 
if true and enlightened philanthropists, their 
higher conceptions of the wants of Humanity, 
their broader views of the reforms that are 
needed, so far from,abating their own anti-sla- 
very zeal, will make it-more exalted in its tone,

ascribed to them, On the contrary, many of 
them, so far as they act at all, must tend to pre- 
cisely opposite results. That these results do 
not take place, proves, not that there are no 
uses tending to produce them, but that the 
action of these causes is neutralized by the 


operation ‘of stronger elements in the social 


system. 

The rapid decline of public morality, and 
social virtue in Rome, was, cotemporaneous 
with the advent and prevalence of Christiani- 
ty, and the former was not overthrown till the 
latter was established. Why not attribute the 
deterioration and destruction of Rome to the 
action of the Christian Religion? There was 
no attribute in the latter {adapted to produce 
such effects. Enlightened philosophy traces 
these evils to causes deeply imbedded in the 
social system of Rome, before the introduction 
of Christianity, which had commenced their 
destructive operations ere Christ taught the true 
religion, and which prevented even that pow- 
erful agent from saving the State, though it re- 
gencrated the individual, and preserved a large 
amount of what was really valuable in ancient 
civilization... 

The evils of the social state in Britain are 
not of recent origin. They date far back of 
all ‘those attempts at reform, which ‘the re- 
viewer so much deprecates. It was precisely 
because their pressure was so severely felt, that 


Associationists are very apt to class the chattel- 
Slavery of the South. They cannot under- 
stand what essential diffcrence there is, between 
being compelled to labor by physical force, and 
being compelled to labor by a moral necessity ! 
Let us see whether we can detect a difference. 
The slave is held asa chattel, to all intents 
and purposes whatsoever. He works, not to 
obtain a subsistence, not to clevate his condi- 
tion, not to support a family, not from any mo- 
tive peculiar to an intelligent being. He works, 
because he is coerced to labor—he is under a 
physical necessity. To a free agent, an accoun- 
table being, such necessity is unnatural, degra- 
ding, and destructive. Undersuch a necessity, 
all which constitutes man is,crushed, fearfully, 
perpetually, beyond the power of healthful re- 
action, while the pressure continues. His con- 
dition has no attribute in it, which can be 
likened to any attribute of a state of freedom. 
A being thus bound in the chains of a physical 
necessity, is excluded as far as man may be ex- 
cluded, from the world of God’s intelligencies. 
He has no wife, no family, no substantial exis- 
tence aga man... He ean have no education— 
no moral churacter; cannot be properly a sub- 
ject of Law, So far as human power can go, 
his very accountability to God is destroyed.— 
While. this necessity continues, his doom is 
perpetual, stagnant, immovable degradation.

The day would come when it would be record- 
ed to the glory of a Christian church that it 
had done something for this work in its begin- 
nings. Peace be within these walls—(a voice,

Withthem in the 
East, it was no easy matter to obtain a church 
for the advocacy of anti-slavery doctrines. A 
little while since, in a town in Massachusetts, 
a church was closed against a minister, just re- 
turned from a fifteen years’ mission among the 
heathen,who wished to present the claims of the 
heathen at home. The result was, indignation 
among the People—a powerful reaction, which 
threw open the doors of the church, orthodox 

it was, to him (Mr. P.) heretic as he was, to 
advocate in it theanti-slavery cause, real Liberty 
partyism,—all heretic as he was, for he wasa 
Unitarian, and therefore, my friends, be careful 
how. you receive what I have to say. (A voice, 
“Even the Devil himself speaks truth some- 
times.”) 

Aye, the Father of Lies speaks truth when it 
is for his interest to do so—and it is the inte- 
rest of us all to tell the truth of slavery. . 

“Slavery corrupts religion, and destroys the 
morality of the Péople.” This is an awful 
fact, but ifit be a fact, Slavery is the most for- 
midable adversary to our Government. A free 
Government can stand only upon essential mo- 
rality—upon a reverence for the Being and 
Government of a God. Now, what has Slave- 
ry dofie? Just this:—it has insinuated into the 
public mind that there is an authority higher 
than that of God—that cortain provisions of the 
Constitution, which it perverts to its own pur- 
poses, are paramount to all other law—that our 
fathers having adopted the Constitution, we 
have no right to obey the laws of God which 
guaranty toevery human being his rights, when 
the Constitution says, Nay. An officer of his 
own church had once come to him, after an 
anti-slavery discourse, and told him that there 
were certain compromises of the Constitution, 
and therefore he ought not to preach so ! 

Is itso? Then Slavery has made this a na- 
tion of Atheists. (Hear, Hear.) Who is God, 
but that being or thing whose law isjof highest 
authority in the human soul? If there be a 
law, higher than the law of Jehovah, the being 
who made that law is my God. Jehovah is 
made second best. Who made that higher law? 
The fathers of the Constitution, and now, the 
fathers have fallen asleep, and where are they? 
And who is our God? Slavery makes every 
man an Atheist in whose heart God is thas 
dethroned. 

Slavery thus strikes down one of the main 
pillars on which rests the Government of the 
State. “But, would you connect Church and 
State?” No. Do you not sce that you are on 
the wrong track? The proposition was, not 
that the State stands upon the Church, but upon 
morality and religion. Divorce the State from 
the Church—that was right—but wed the 
State by the strong bonds of love to Religion 
and Morality. If not, your case is hopeless.— 
You make the Almighty your adversary, and 
though hand join in hand, ye cannot go unpun- 
ished. 

Slavery for half a century has been making 
its inroads upon the pulpit and the sanctuary. 
It is forever creeping or crawling in, in one 
form or another. It hops in like the toad that 
leaped through the shrubbery of the garden of 
Eden, or creeps stealthily like the Old Serpent 
himself. 

Sometimes it enters in the form of a man, 
whose son, educated to be a lawyer, has gone 
South, and is doing a lucrative business. You 
preach on slavery, and the old man thinks you 
mean him:—“He meant me—that is personal 
preaching—I know it.” He sees you after- 
wards:—“Did you mean me and my son?” No! 
“Ah, but you did—there was nobody else there 
—you must have meant me.” (Laughter.) 

This is not the only insidious form. ‘here 
is a fine family of daughters.

Sugar Duties, 
~ The-recent reduction of duties on Sugar by 
the Government of England, was designed to 
benefit free labor. Undér the provision, it 
seems that sugars from Mexico, Venezuela and 
the United States, have sought admission, giv- 
ing occasion to the following order in Council, 
dated May 10th. 


“And whereas application has been made, on 
the part of the Government of the United 
States of America, the State of Venezuela, and 
the United States of Mexico, respectively, 
claiming, under the said treaties, the admis- 
sion of sugars the growth of the United States 
of America, the State of Venezuela, or of the 
United States of Mexico, respectively, at the 
said duties of 28s. and 23s. 4d. por cwt., respec- 
tively :— 

“Now, therefore, her Majesty, by and with 
the advice of her Privy Council, doth order that 
henceforward brown, muscovado, or clayed su- 
gars, (not being refincd,) the growth ofthe Uni- 
ted States of America, or of the State of Vene- 
zuela, or of the United States. of Mexico, shall, 
if imported in accordance with the terms of the 
act, be admitted at the said rates of duty, sub- 
ject, nevertheless, to the production of the same 
certificates and the making of the like declara- 
tion as are required by the act with respect to 
sugars the growth of China, Java, or Manilla; 
and the right honorable the Lords Commission- 
ers of her Majesty's ‘Treasury are to give the ne- 
cessary directions accordingly to carry this _or- 
der into effect from the present time,’

Anecdote of Louis Phillipe, 

The entertaining correspondent of the Cou- 
rier des Etats Unis, gives the following narra- 
tive as one of the amusing anecdotes with 
which (he says) the French King is wont to 
entertain his family and friends after the fa- 
tigues and the cares of state are over for the 
day:

Sir: In 1844 a Methodist preacher, with regu-

American Slavery. He warmly urges wisdom, 
patience, union and perseverance in the cause. 

A most beautiful and deeply interesting let- 
ter from Elihu Burritt, the learned blacksmith, 

was then read, and was several times interrupt- 
ed by the most hearty applause. 

A letter from Horace Greeley, of the New- 
York Tribune, in which he develops his favor- 
ite doctrine of association, was also read to the 
Convention. 

When thercading of Mr. Greeley’s letter was 
concluded, Mr. Smith rose and stated to the au- 
dience that he deemed it his duty to state that 
while there were some things jn the letter of 
Mr. Greeley, which met his approbation, by 
far the greater part of it consisted of erroncous 
views, with which he had no sympathy. 

Much dissatisfaction being expressed with 
the letter, the President remarked that he knew 
not how it came—it had been handed to him. 

Dr. Bailey arose and stated that it was due 
to Mr. Greeley, to say, that he had been address- 
ed by a member of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, requesting his attendance, or, if he could 
not attend, to give his views in writing. Mr. 
Greeley had answered in a frank and manly 
style: we disagree with his views. This much 
in justice to Mr. Greeley. He would now move 
that the letters read to the Convention, inclu- 
ding that of Horace Greeley, be published with 
the proceedings. 

. This motiogswas cordially reccived, but, on 
the suggestion-of Mr. Lewis, that other letters 
remained to be read, it was withdrawn so as to 
entbrace all within’ fhe motion at the proper 
time. ‘ 

& letter from Judge Jay, of New-York, was 
then read—when the Committee on nomina- 
tions and rules reported in part: 

The report recommended the nomination of 
James G. Birney, of Michigan, as President of 
the Convention, and the nomination was con- 
firmed. 

The President pro. tem. here introduced Mr. 
Birney to the audience, remarking that people 
might judge of the advance of the cause of 
freedom, when they contrast the demonstra- 
tions of the multitude now assembled in 1845 
and the cheers with which they welcomed Mr. 
Birney, with the scenes in which he had been 
an actor in Cincinnati in 1835, 

The President then read the call for the Con- 
vention, after which he spoke very pertinently 
for some time. 

Mr. B. said he could not see the faces he saw, 
and hear what he had heard, without referring to 
the circumstances that had brought this state 
of things about. About ten years ago he came 
to this city, unconscious of any danger, think- 
ing he would certainly be unmolested, but at 
that time there was every kind of opposition. 

But those are bygone days, and let them re- 
mainso. Wekindly invite those, who then op- 
posed, who have seen their errors, to come 
among us. We are not met to abolish the 

Union. Ihave no idolatrous veneration for the 
Union. Ifslavery could not be abolished with- 
out the dissolution of the Union,I, for one, 
would go for dissolution. But it isnot necessa- 
ry. We should feel some charity for those who 
think that dissolution is the only way of eradi- 
cating the evil. They do not oppose the 
Union as it ought to have been; but as it is, with 
the usurpation of the slave power. Remove 
them and they will be the warmest advocates of 
Union. Noact of the general government has 
been passed of any importance, but what has 
been for the crushing of the North and eleva- 
tion of the South. Whoare in our Southern 
jails? The basest characters? No. Our friends, 
the citizens of our free States. They must 
watch the slaves, for they know that every man 
actuated by the principles of humanity will 
act as Torrey did (applause.) Look at the ter- 
ritory, now the State of Florida—at the devoted 
Walker, with his branded hand. That hand 
will be to tyrants, as the hand on the wall to the 
guilty Belshazzar. (Great applause.) 

George W. Clark then sang a Liberty song 
with great effect, amid overwhelming applause.

Jno. M. Wills, of Pittsburgh, addressed the 
meeting. He said the one grand object, prin- 
ciple and end of the Liberty Party, is to divorce 
the General Government from all connexion 
with Slavery:—to make it a Southern institu- 
tion instead of a national institution as it is 
now, and must be while the General Govern- 
ment lends itself to its protection and support. 

No other political party has or can carry out 
these principles, because they both rely on the 
co-operation and support of slaveholders con- 

~ tinuing and expecting to continue such. 

The leading men of the Whig party have 
only advocated the right of petition. Noone of 
them have ever contended openly for the carry- 
“3 out of one leading principle of the Liberty 

arty. 

Our object must be to build upa power in the 
North, which shall be as much dreaded as the 
slave power of the South. And we can do it. 
In several States we have already the balance 
of political power in the free States. We can 
soon obtain the balance of power in all the free 
States, and when we have done that, one of the 

rge political parties must inscribe one funda- 
mental doctrine of the Liberty party, to-wit: 
the entire divorce of the General Government 
from all connexion with Slavery. 

‘The moment this is done, the necessity of a 
Liberty Party ceases. All we wish is the ac- 
complishment of our object, and the party 
which shall give us this, destroys the necessity 
of our Jonger existence. And it is thus equally 
the interest of both Whig and Democratic par- 
ties to raise the standard of Emancipation.

Sir, Iam amazed to look back and see how 

we have been fighting in the old parties about 
things which, but for slavery, would have no 
existence. Tosce a speakerall day upon the 
stump, holding up a bit of cotton, contending 
that two cents duty was too much, that one and 
a half was enough. 
Sir, the only difficulty is the hostility and 
competition between free and slave labors.— 
Take away that, and a committee could scttte 
a tariff in two hours, which would be good 
enough, and the people would easily alter it to 
theirliking ifnot. But forslavery there would 
be but one interest in the country, and every 
thing that parties have split upon would be ta- 
ken out of the way. 

Sir, let us know but two classes of men in 
Church and State:—the friends of slavery and 
its enemies. 

Weare asked how slavery is to be abolished? 
Sir, I will tell you. We must reach the aboli- 
tion of slavery over the dead bodies of both the 
old political parties: not slain by violence, but 
destroyed by the overthrow of their principles, 
the only thing which holds them togeth r and 
gives them party existence. As long as those 
parties exist, so long will slavery find a shelter 
under their folds. 

In the second place, we must reach the abo- 
lition of slavery through the doors of 20,000 
churches. I do not mean that we must des- 
troy them, so that they will ccase to be church- 
cs; but that we must bring them on to the sidc 
of Jesus Christ, instead of that of slavery. All 
this we must do by teaching the truth, and cor- 
fecting the errors of the people. 

But we are told that our plan is seditious and 
factious—that we are agitators—yes, aciTa- 
tors. Well, Christ was called an agitator. 
What makes agitation wrong is that it is error 
and not truth which agitates. The only ques- 
tion whether our agitation, like that produced 
by Christ and his apostles, is justifiable and 
necessary, is whether what we teach is the 
truth: and it is the truth—God knows!! 

“But we shall divide the Church!” 

Sir, division implies separation, and what 
shall we separate? Why, the sin of slave- 
holding from Christianity, God send how 
soon that division may come. 

We are told, too, that we shall divide the 
Union—that we are disunionists. 

Now, sir, Iam for the Union—but I say if 
the only Union we can have with the South, in 
church and state, is to be and must be cement- 
ed by the blood of three millions of my breth- 
ren, I suy in God’s name let it godown. Iam 
for no union the bond of which is open crime. 
No Church can or will be recognized for Christ 
in the great. day, which is cemented together 
by blood. ‘The doom of Sodom and Gomorrah 
will be more tolerable in that day than theirs. 

But we are told to remedy all our evils at 
home before touching slavery. Doctor, cure 
yourself. 

Sir, if we must wait till no injustice exists 
among men before we touch slavery, we shall 
never touch it. Is that what they want? 

But our black laws in the free States which 
they ask us to repeal before touching slavery, 
are a mere scquent—a tail—a following thing 
to slavery itself. When slavery is destroyed, 
these laws which are a mere consequence of 
slavery, will fall with it. Destroy the tree and 
you kill the branches. 

Judge Stevens’ address produced a profound 
impression, and was received with applause. 

Sam. Lewis then came forward, and spoke 
under an excitement through ill health, which 
diminished a little the effect of one of the 
most powerfnl appeals to the understanding 
and heart of men. 

He said: I beseech my audience to settle the 
question, whether they are not personally guilty 
for the cruel inflictions of slavery. I fately 
attempted to show some of my fellow-citizens, 
that they were implicated in the guilt of this 
system. They gathered around, and told me 
to prove my premises, and they would admit 
my conclusion:—If they were guilty, they must 
repent. 

Well, sir, look at slavery in the District of 
Columbia: Slavery on the plantation is bad 
enough—with its mothers driven to carry their 
infants afield by the first dawn, and worked all 
day under she lash—suckling them at intervals. 
But the District slavery is infinitely worse.— 
There is not on God’s. green earth, a spot so 
withered, and blighted, and darkened, and dis- 
graced by slavery as that same district, where, 
for $400, and under laws enacted by our own 
servants, brutes in human form buy their li- 
cences to trade in blood. 

Now, when we ask our Congress to repeal 
those laws which it has made, creating and 
supporting slavery and the slave trade there, 
we are told that some reservations in the deeds 
of cession from Maryland and Virginia,make 
it unconstitutional to repeal those laws. 

Sir, I deny, and will back my denial—I deny 
the existence of any such reservation whatever. 

But when we urge the sin of slavery upon. 
the people, and exhort them to send men to re- 
peal those laws, the cry is raised, “Ah ha! you 
are mixing religion with politics.” 

Well, sir, if religion is not good in politics, 
I ask in the name of all the value of religion— 
Where is it good? 

I know that they tell us of the miseries. of 
the heathen, end ask us to relieve them. Oh! 
the heathen live in a savage state—their food, 
customs, manners, all savage. 

But, sir, the heathen has often one thin, 
slaves have not—he has liberty! 

Now I ask how it happens that we may use 
our religion to aid and relieve foreign heathen, 
while the same men who represent their claims 
to us, have neither prayers nor tears for our 
heathen at home! 

They may picture the social and civil wrongs

The chuirman announced the first business 

n order to be the report of the Committee on 

the Mississippi Valley Liberty Association, 

which, however, was laid over for the present. 

On motion of F. Smith, We H. Craig of Vir- 

ginia was appointed one ofthe Vice Presidents. 

Mr. Jackson of Massachusetts, who was very 
gencrally called for, then took the stand, and 
made a very excellent, business-like and practi- 
cal speech, which will be more fully reported 
hereafter. d 

Mr. Chase called up the resolutions reported 
by the Committee. He stated a doubt seemed 
to exist whether they had yesterday been 
adopted or only accepted by the Convention.— 
The Chair decided they had not been adopted. 
Whereupon the first, second and third reso- 
tions were read, one by one and unanimously 
adopted. 

r. Harrington moved to amend the fourth 
resolution by striking out the lattcr clause, 
the purport of which was a disclaimer of any 
intention. to interfere by unconstitutional le- 
gislation with the domestic policy of the States. 
, After considerable discussion on Mr. Har- 
‘ritPton’s amendment, which was participated 
in by Mr. Harrington, Mr. Chase, Mr. Wills 
and others, the amendment was put and lost, 
and the resolution adopted almost unanimous- 


ly. 

" Heslehion five adopted. 

Under debate the sixth resolution—after be- 
ing discussed by Mr. Codding of Illinois, Rey. 
Edward Smith of Pittsburgh, Rev. Mr. Love- 
joy of Illinois, Mr. Clark of Pennsylvania, 
Wm. Birney of Cincinnati—Recommitted. 

Resolution seventh—Carried. wi 33s 

Resolution cighth.—That no nomination of 
candidates for President and Vice President be 
made till the fall of 1847 or the spring of 1848. 

Mr. Gilmer of Brown county, moved the in- 
definite postponement, which, was lost. The 
question recurring on the resolution, it was 
amended and adopted. 

Resolution nine.—Recommitted. 

Resolution ten.—Declaring imprisonment for 
aiding slaves to escape unjust, especially de- 
nouncing the cruel imprisonment of Capt. 
Jonathan Walker, a citizen of Massachusetts. 

Afternoon Session. 

The Convention was addressed by Mr, 
Codding of Illinois, in one of the most power- 
ful speeches we have listened to at any time. 
A choir of colored children, under the in- 
struction of Mr. Colburn, then sang several 
soul-stirring songs in a most spirited style, to 
the great delight of the immense audience, 
who made every thing ring with applause 

A larger audience was present than at any 
former session. Every seat was packed, every 
aisle jammed, every window thronged with 
spectators. If the house, as is stated, seats 
2500 people, there could not have been less 
than 3500 present. 

The business of the Convention was then 
despatched, and the proceedings, including of 
course all the Ietters read to the Convention, 
were ordered to be printed in such of the city 
papers as were willing to publish them, and the 
address and resolutions were ordered to be print- 
ed in pamphlet form, to such an extent as the 
funds collected might warrant. 

The Convention adjourned to hear speeches 
in the evening from Pierpont, Blanchard, Smith 
and Lovejoy. 

Thursday Evening. 

A resolution being introduced in relation to 
E. P. Lovejoy, murdered at Alton a few years 
since, his brother, Owen P. Lovejoy, was called 
out. He spoke a few minutes in a pertinent 
manner, but being greatly indisposcd, soon 
gave way to " 

Mr. Smith of Pittsburgh. He occupied a 
long time with a remarkable exposition of per- 
sonal matters, and then proceeded to discuss 
some of the ecclesiastical bearings of slavery. 

There is no charter under heaven by which 
man’s rights can be ascertained, but through 
the great God and Author of all. 

All the evils which have afflicted the Amer- 
ican people have come through « divoreo of 
man’s religious duties to his God from his po- 
litical duties to his fellow-man, 

There is not a man on God's green earth 
who will say that slavery is right. Would 
Dr. Junkin be willing? No. For if no man 
on earth would be willing to be made a slave, 
then no man dare make another man his slave, 
For my love to myself is the measure and gauge 
of my love to my neighbor. 

Sir, let me address myself to the fairer part 
of the audienee. 

Slavery breaks the marriage relation. No 
slave is joined in lawful wedlock Thesystem 
is the great hot-bed of lust, producing and 
bringing into the world from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty thousand human beings 
annually, in the forlorn hopeless degradation of 
illegitimacy. ; 

Now if slavery is thus wrong, every thing is 
wrong that.supports it. And J am not willing 
to accord to the supporters of slavery the name 
of Christian. I think such men should change 
their name, or I mine. The oil of their sanc- 
tuaries is mixed with blood. 

Rev. Mr. Pierpont. Mr. President, Asa lib- 
erty party we may be small—we are small in 
numbers, and yet we are great in the might of 
our principles, and in our security of God's 
help. If God be for us, who can be against 
us?” 
Our measures are none the less moral because 
manifested through political relations and du- 
ties. 
What is a vote? The word comes to us from 
the Latin “wotum,” a sacred vow—a wish that 
a certain thing should be done; and the nature 
of this transaction which the name signifies an 
action no less sacred now. 
Why, sir, see what can be done by a small 
party—which, like a small weight which raises 
a vast load because placed in the right place. 
In Massachusetts u few men changed the laws 
which allowed the imprisonment of fugitive 
slaves, and other disabilities of colored people. 
- But we are also accused of being a party of 
oneidea. We plead guilty to the charge. But 
it isan idea which includes not the good of the 
slaves alone, but the welfsre of the whole pco- 
le. . 
J But when we are called men of one idea J 
fear we cannot reciprocate the compliment; for 
it would be difficult to fix upon a single idea, 
on which cither of the other parties are based. 
And now, Mr. President and fellow-citizens, 
will you give us of the North a pledge to re- 
move the laws from your statute book which 
aid the oppression of the slave. 
Be not of doubtful* mind.. Trust in God. 
Trast in your own just principles, and the voi- 
ces Which uttered the song of creation when 
the mortiing stars sang together, shall again be 
heard in that holy anthem—“Glory to God in 
the highest, and good will to man.” 
The Convention, after a few songs, adjourned 
at a late hour, sine die.

L understand by Slavery, that conditiyn in 
which one human being exists mainly ».3 a con- 
venience for other human beings~-jn which 
the time, the exertions, the facultics of a part 
of the Human Family are made to subserve, not 
their own development, physical, intellectual 
and moral, but the comfort, advantage or capri- 
ces of others. In short, wherever service is 
rendered from one human being to another, on 
a footing of one-sided and not of mutual obli- 
gation—when the relation between the servant 
and the served is one not of affection and recip- 
rocal good offices, but of authority, social as- 
cendency and power over subsistence on the 
onc hand, and of necessity, servility and deg- 
radation on the other—there, in my view, is 
Slavery. 

You will readily understand, therefore, that, 
if regard your enterprise with less absorbing 
interest than you do, it is not that I deem Sla- 
very a less, but a greater evil. If I am less 
troubled concerning the Slavery prevalent in 
Charleston or New Orleans, it is because I see 
so much Slavery in New York, which appears 
to claim my first efforts, I rejoice in believing 





teeming it ef 
my own neighbors and kindred, I would by no 
means attempt to censure those whosé, con- 
seicnces prescribe a different course. Still less 
would I undertake to say that the Slavery of 
the South is not more hideous in kind and de- 
gree than that which prevails at the North.— 
The fact that it is more flagrant and palpable 
renders opposition to it comparatively easy and 
its speedy downfall certain. But how can I de- 
vote myself toa crusade against distant servi- 
tude, when I discern its essence pervading my 
immediate community and neighborhood?— 
nay, When J have not yet succeeded in banish- 
ing it even from my own humble houschold.— 
Wherever may lie the sphere of duty of others, 
is not mine obviously here? 

Let me restate what I conceive to be essen- 
tial characteristics of Human Slavery: 

1. Wherever certain human beings devote 
their time and thoughts mainly to obeying 
and serving other human’ beings, and this not 
because they choose to do sq but because they 
must, there (I think) is Slavary. 

2. Wherever human beings exist in such re- 
lations that a part, because of the position they 
occupy and the functions they perform, are 
generally considered an inferior class to those 
who perform other functions, or none, there (1 
think) is Slavery. 

3. Wherever the ownership of the soil is so 
engrossed by a small part of the community, 
that the far larger number are compelled to pay 
whatever the few may sce fit to cxact for the 
privilege of occupying and cultivating the 
earth, there is something very like Slavery. (I 
rejoice that this state of things docs not, as yet, 
exist in our country.) 

4. Wherever opportunity to Labor is obtain- 
ed with difficulty, and is so deficient that the 
employing class may virtually prescribe their 
own terms and pay the Laborer only such share 
as they choose of the product, there is a very 
strong tendency to Slavery. 

5. Wherever it is deemed more reputable to 
live without Labor than by Labor, so that a 
gentleman would be rather ashamed of his 
descent from a blacksmith, than from an idler 
or mere pleasure-seeker, there is a community 
not very far from Slavery. And 

6. Wherever one human being deems it hon- 
orable and right to have other human beings 
mainly devoted to his or her convenience or com- 
fort, and thus to live, directing the labor of 
these persons from all productive or general 
usefalness to his or her own special uses, while 
hie or she is rendering or has rendered no cor- 
responding service to the cause of human well- 
being, there exists the spirit which originated 
and still sustains Human Slavery.

ties and policy of Abolitionists in retcrence. to 
their cause. And here I would advise: 

1, Oppose Slavery in au its forms. Be at 
least as careful not to be a slaveholderas not to 
vote for one. Beas tenacious that your own 
wives, children, hired menand women, tenants, 
&e., enjoy the blessings of rational Liberty, as 
the slaves of South Carolina. 

2. Be at least as ardent in opposing the near as 
the vistant forms of Oppression. It was by be- 
ginning at home that charity was enabled to 
perform such long journeys, even before the 
construction of railroads. And it does scem 
clear to my mind that if the advocates of Eman- 
cipation would unite in well-directed, persis:, 
tent efforts to improve the condition of the 
blacks in their own States and neighborhoods 
respectively, they could hardly fail to advance’ 
their cause more rapidly and surely than by any 
other course. Suppose, for example, they were 
to resolve in each State to devote their political, 
energies in the first place to a removal of the 
shameful, atrocious civil disabilities and degra- 
dations under which the African race now gen- 
erally labor, and to this end were to vote sys- 
temutieally for such candidates, whom their 
votes could probably elect, (if such there were) 
as were known to favor the removal of those 
disabilities; would not their suecess be sure and 


speedy? But 

3. Leak well to the Moral and Social condition 
of the Blacks in the free States. Here is the 
refuge of the conscientious slaveholder. He 
declines emancipating, beeause he cannot per- 
ceive that emancipation has thus far condueed 
to the benefit of the liberated. If the mass of 
the blacks are to remain ignorant, destitute, 
unprincipled, degraded, (as he is told the Free 
Blacks are) he thinks it better that his should 
remain Slayes, 
I know that the degradation of the Blacks is 
exaggerated, I know that so much of it as ex- 
ists is mainly owing to their past and present 
wrongs. But I feel also that the process of 
overcoming this debasement must be slow and 
dubious, while its causes continue to exist, I 
entreat, therefore, that those who have the ea¥ 
of these children of Africa and of their philan- 
thropie friends, shall consider the propricty of 
providing for them cities of refuge, townships— 
communities, I would say—wherein they may 
dwell apart from the mass of our people, in a 
socia] atmosphere of their own, not poisoned by 
the universal conviction of their inferiority, at 
least until they shal] have hada chance toshow 
whether they are or are not negedsarily idle, 
thriftless, viciou’, and content with | i 
tion.

the extent of infinity, then, for lack of a more 
religious term, let me express the hope and be- 
lief that your Convention will enhance the 
value, because it shall increase the strength and 
Vitality of the Union. In that hope-inspired 
imagination with which I am wont to contem- 
plate the destiny of the American Republic, I 
1ave fancied that, in the: life-time of the pres- 
ent age, some heaven-kissing monument, the 
offspring of the 11th of June, might be erected 
from the bed of the Ohio, opposite your city, as 
a kind of centri-mundane column, saying to 
all things that shine and sing in heaven, and all 
that can carry the news on the wingsof the 
wind; saying to all ages, to all men, to all bond- 
men groaning in the undiscovered habitations 
of cruelty: 

“I stand the plan’s proud period; 

I pronounce the work accomplished,” the 
warfare elosed, the victory won, the rRiuMPH 
or THE American Union. 

Please, Sir, to accept for yourself, and ten- 
der to the other members of your com- 
mittce the profound sentiments of re- 
spect and sympathy with which I am 
theirs and yours for humanity,

Letter from Cassius MW, Clay to the 
Anti-Slavery Convention at Cincin- 
nati, 


Lexineton, May 15th, 1845. 
Messrs. S. P. Chase and others, Committee, &¢: 

GrnTLEMEN—I have some time 
since received your letter of the 21st ult., invi- 
ting me to attend a Convention, to be held in 
Cincinnati, on the 11th day of June next, of 
“all who, ‘believing that whatever is worth pre- 
serving in Republicanism, can be maintained 
only by eternal and anecompromising war upon 
the criminal usurpations of the slave power,’ 
are resolved ‘touse all constitutional and hon- 
orable means to effect, the extinction of slavery 
in their respective States, and its reduction to 
its constitutional limits in the United States.’” 
I have held your invitation under respectful 
consideration, and whilst I+ appreciate your 
kindness, and should be gratified to mect you 
personally in council, I must beg leave to de- 
cline being present on that occasion, ‘Ihe lan- 
guage used by you is my own: it was written 
on the event of the gross usurpation, by the 
two houses of Congress, of the treaty mak- 
ing power, whicl is vested by the Constitution 
exclusively in the Senate, representing in ac- 
tion two-thirds of the sovereign States of the 
Republic, instead of mere majoritics of quorums 
in cach house; and this too, with the ayowed 
purpose of adding slave territory to this Union, 
by which you and I were to be deprived yet] 
more and more of our equual right of representa- 
tion in our own government. But this lan- 
guage also applies toa systematic design on 
the part of the slave party, relentlessly pursued 
from the formation of the Union to the present 
hour, to subject the free labor of this country 
to the slave labor, and: to make the freeman of 
the republic tributary to the slaveholders of the 
country—the slaves of slaves, by suppressing 
the right of petition, trial by jury, liberty of 
speech, freedom of the press, and the right of 
habeas corpus.. fn view of all which despotic 
acts, (I speak not now of the right, political or 
natural, of the sovereign States by municipal 
law tohold the African, or any other race, in 
Slavery; with ‘that, as a politician, I disclaim 
having anything to do,) 1 have not scrupled to 
denounce them as “the criminal usurpations of 
the slave power.” I declare once more that I 
shall never cease to oppose them “by speech, by 
the pen, by the press, and by the ballot.” I go 
for vindicating all these sishtny by re-establish- 
ing the broken Constitution, and by eradicating 
the root of the evil so far as I have legal power. 
Iam for abolishing slavery in the District of 
Columbia, by. paying the masters an cquivalent 
—for enforcing the habeas corpus in all the ter- 
ritories and in all places of exclusive national 
jurisdiction—for the total abolition of all the 
slave clauses in the National Constitution, so 
soon as it ean be done by the ballot box. The 
Constitution and laws of the land are binding 
on me so long as they exist; but I utterly deny 
that there is, or ever was, or ever was “meant” 
to be, any “eompromise” by which my ancesters 
agreed that I shouldsbe- enslaved any longer 
than the ballot, in ifs omnipotence, could strike 
off my fetters, and restore me to that political 
equality which, in an evil-howr, they deemed 
themselves necessitated towput in .temporary 
abeyance, ; 

It is broad enough 
for all parties, and to whoever takes it, I give 
the right hand of fellowship, under whatever

calamities of war. If we analyse the national 
ion of patriotism, we shall find it to con- 

sist chiefly in veneration for the Constitution, 
hand devotion to the Union of the States. At 
the same time the seeming indifference of the 
ople concerning the guilt and danger of 
lavery has been so irksome to the impctuous, 

‘that many who have been esteemed wise and 

patriotic citizens,have come totreat of disunion, 

as if it were preferable to further forbeurance, 
or Were in some Way involved in the success of 
abolition. I trust that such sentiments will be 
discarded. Whatever hopes may be indulzed by 
those who perinit themselves to speculate con- 
cerning seecssion or pullification, we have en- 
joyed -more abdunding national prosperity; 
more perfect political and social equality, and 
mores precious civil and: religious liberty, by, 
through and.with our present constitution, than 
were ever before secured by any. people. We 
cannot know what portion of these blessings 
would be lost by dissolving the present fabric 
and constructing another or others in its place. 

Heaven forbid that we should even contem- 

plate the experiment. 

Prudence in regard to the cause of Emanci- 
pation forbids the indulgence of a thought of 
Disunion. If it be so confessedly difficult. to 
awake the national conscience while the patri- 
otism ‘6f Abolitionists cannot be justly ques- 
tioned, it would be ruinous to suffer so noble 
an enterprise to be at all connected with de- 
signs which however they may be ‘exeused or 
palliated, must neverthcless be seditious and 
treasonable. 

I grant that the annexation of Texas, through 
the failure of concert ainong the oppenents of 
Slavery, vastly increases the difficulty of Eman- 
cipation. But still I trast that if that great 
enterprise be conducted with discretion, it will 
advance faster than the population and political 
influence of the new Territory.. The slave- 
holders have enlarged the domain of our coun- 
try. Let this untoward event only excite us 
the more. Let us rouse ourselves to the neces- 
sary effort and enlarge indeed the ‘Area of 
Freedom.” 

Men differ much in temperament and suscep- 
tibility, and are so variously situated that they 
receive from the same causes very unequal im- 
pressions. It is not in human nature that all 
who desire the abolition of Slavery should be 
inflamed with equal zeal, and different degrees 
of fervor produce different opinions concerning 
the measures proper to be adopted. Great cau- 
tion is necessary therefore to preserve mutual 
confidence and harmony. No cause however 
just, can flourish without these. Christian 
Europe lost the Holy Sepulchre, which had cost 
so many sacrifices, less by the bravery of the 
Saracens, than by the mutual controversies of 
the Crusaders, The Protestant Reformation 
was arrested two hundred ycars ago, by the 
distraction of the Reformers and not a furlong’s 
breadth has since been gained from the Papal 
Hicrarchy, ; 

T am far from denying that any class of Abo- 
litionists has done much good, for their com- 
mon cause; but I think the whole result has 
been mueh diminished by the angry conflicts 
between, them, often on mere inctaphysical 
questions. I sincerely hope that these con- 
flicts may now cease. Emancipation is now a 
political enterprise, to be effected through the 
consent and action of the American people. 
They will lend nocountenance or favor to any 
other than Jawful and constitutional means.— 
Nor is the range of our efforts narrowly cir- 
cumscribed by the Constitution. 

In many of the free States there is a large 
mass of citizens disfranchised on the ground of 
color. They must be invested with the right 
of suffrage. Give them this right and their 
influence will be immediately ‘felt in the Na- 
tional Couneils, and: it is needless to say will 
be cast in fayor of those who uphold the cause 
of Human Liberty. We must resist unceas- 
ingly the admission of slave States, and urge 
and demand the abolition of slavery’ in the 
District of Columbia. We have. secured. the 
right of Petition, but the Federal Government 
continues to be swerved by the influences of 
Slavery as before. This tendency can and 
must be counteracted; and when one indepen- 
dent Congress shall have been elected the in- 
ternal Slave Trade will be subjected toinquiry. 
Amendments to the Constitution may be ini- 
tiated and the obstacles. in the way of Emanci- 
pation will no longer appear insurmountable. 

But, Gentlemen, I fear I may appear to dog- 
matize when | ouly intended to invoke conces- 
sion. If [ seem .toido so too earnestly, it is be- 
cause I feel so deeply interested in the cause 
to which your efforts are devoted, and because 
I believe with Burke, “that we ought to act in 
politica] affairs with all the moderation which 
does not absolutely enervate that vigor, and 
quench that fervency of spirit, without which 
the best wishes for the public good must cvap- 
orate in empty speculation.”

Letter from William Jay to the Anti- 

Slavery Conveation at Cincinnati, 

Beprorp, 30th April, 1845. 
My Dear Sir:— 

I have had the honor of receiving through 
you an invitation from the Committee of Ar- 
rangements, to attend “the Southern and Wes- 
tern Convention of the friends of constitution- 
al liberty,” to be held in Cincinnati, the 11th of 
June, 

Please to present to the committee my ac- 
knowledgments for the favor they have done 
me, and to assure them of the very great sat- 
isfaction it would afford me to accept their in- 
Vitation. 

Various circumstances combine in conferring 
peculiar importance on the approaching con- 
vention. ‘To me, the present appears the most 
momentous crisis that has yet occurred in the 
history of our country, since the establishment 
of the federal government. | Probably the free- 
dom, happiness and continuance: of .our Union 
will depend on the events of the next twelve 
months. The convention is to be held in, Cin- 


less influenced by the Abolitionists of Ohio.— 
Those Abolitionjste, as far as my observation 
extends, yield to no portion of their brethren, 
in other States, in sound principle, and in that 
inffxible perseverance which:is more generally 
found in union with calm conscientious con- 
viction, than with extravagant and impassioned 
zeul. itenceliater myself that the proceed- 
ings of the ‘@onvention will be’ characterized, 
‘not by intemperate declamation and impracti- 
cable resolves, but by the discretion ond firm- 
ness becoming men who feel that the dearest 
interests of themselyes and their posterity are 


to suppose that some of us (no; impossible or 
uncommon case) had gone out beyond the Mis- 
sissippi for a hunting excursion, and a neigh- 
bor of ours was taken captive by a wandering 
troop of Indians, and kept by them in slavery. 
None can pretend that Indian slavery is worse 
to bear than Anglo-Saxon slavery. It is not so 
bad. ‘The Indian has not learned the desire of 
making money as the Anglo-American has.— 
He is nearly on an equality with his slave, and 
as Mr. Giddings has shown, the Florida negroes 
would fight and die for ne privilege of being 
slaves to Indians, accounting it liberty compa- 
red with bondage to the whites! 

Well, sir, our neighbor is taken captive by 
Indians, and we return in dejection, after una- 
vailing search, giving him up for lost. Now, 
one day Fam ont in the forest beyond, after the 
lapse of months, musing as I. go, “what if I 
should possibly happen to fall upon our lost 
neighbor?” and, just correcting this vagrant 
faney by a sober second thought, ‘I see—no!— 
impossible!!—yes—through the dim brushwood 
by the upeurling smoke—the figure ofa man!— 
our neighbor, left by his captors to watch their 
fires and prepare their food! Ina moment I 
am at his side, but he is a slave—spirit broken— 
subdued, 

“Hist,” he says, “don’t for God's sake speak 
above your breath. The tribe will soon be in: 
They may now lurk within hearing.” 

“But,” says I, “don’t ye want to see Mary 
and the*children?” (That’s his wife and two 
daughters’ at home.) “Why man,” says I, 
“don’t ye want to sce Mary and the babes?” 

“Oh, oh!” says he, “don’t name it.” 

“But I will, though. Say man! will ye see 
your wife and children or not?” 1 

He jooks up and sees there is meaning in my 
eye. “Now,” says I, pointing to yonder grove, 
“go, There’s as fleet a horse as was ever back- 
ed. Be off.” (Much emotion in the house ) 

And, as the saying is, HE Pur. (Laughter and 
emotion.) In less. than five minutes. you sce 
that horse, with our neighbor on his back, dash- 
ing—rather flying—through brushwood and 
thicket, like a creature with wings. 

(The house, which was crowded to a jam 
with people of various sentiments on the slave 
question, here broke out°into a murmur, or 
rather an uproar of delight at the man’s escape. 
As soon as:it was a little stilled, Mr. Codding 
cried out with an affected sneer:—] , 

“Teach negro-stcaling, will ye? (An upycar 
of laughter followed, which lasted some time.) 

Well, (continued Mr. C.) the noble beast Pears 
him at the top of his speed to the banks of the 
Mississippi, but there is no ferry. And he 
hears the cry of the blood hounds and the yell of 
his pursuers and owners on bis track. What 
should hedo? He motions the animal onward, 
and he plunges into the broad cold stream; he 
reaches the opposite shore—drops down under 
the man he has rescued—stretches his limbs in 







agony, and--dies. Well, [jgpgnnot stop to pro- 
nounce a eulogy upon thedaeesé:. (A voice: he 
deserves it.) a 

But our neighbor, knowajigeghat though in a 


frec State, he is not cafe fi fs pursuers, and 
strong still with the thottg his wife and 
children, leaves the noblé™#rate, and.trics his 
own speed at running. But weary and out of 
breath, he lights upon a number of fine horses 
on the prairies, one of which, asif sent by Pro- 
vidence to his aid, trots gently up to him and 
lays his check upon the fugitive’s shoulder.— 

What shall he do? Shall he back him? 

[No one said yes; yet every one jn the house 
joined in an involuntary murmur at the thought 
of what a hunted man ought, in such a case, to 
do for life and liberty, wifeand child. Mr. Cod- 
ding answered the emotion of the house, as be- 
fore, by ringing out the New York Observer’s 
objection to abolitionists. ] 

“Teach horse-stealing, will ye”! (Uproarious 
applause. ) 

Feeling safer as he flies farther, (continued 
Mr. C.) the fugitive reaches the bunks of anoth- 
er stream, dismounts, turns back the faithful 
horse, and hopes he will find his way back to 
his owner. Now, just ashe is thinking how 
he shall cross this swollen stream, he espics a 
boat tied to the shore. He does not wish to 
steal boats—kut he is not yet at home, and he 
knows that his ‘liberty, if not his life, hangs 
upon his crossing that stream. He unfastens 
the skiff—shoots across the current, lashes it to 
a log on the other side, and away across the 
prairie toward: his home! Did:he-do right in 
taking the usc of the boat? 

(The audience again giving a murmur of ap- 
probation, Mr. C. again shouted the objection:) 

Teach boat-stealing, will ye? (Loud applause.) 

Well, after I get home, hearitig ‘nothing of 
our neighbor the fugitive, I go over to his house 
tosee if indeed he has found: his;way back.» But 
his home looks silent and deserted—a remain- 
ing sense of insecurity has closed window and 
door, and the cottage is lonely'and desolate.— 
Loud and long knocking at length rouses the 
inmates, and when they see me through the 
lattice, they rush upon me—the father seizes 
me by one arm—the wife and children cling to 
the other, they weep, they kneel downand bless 
God, and bless me, that I have been—so—mean- 
(He would have continued: “as to steal a slave;” 
but his voice was drowned in an uproar of ap- 
plause which almost shook the house.) 

“Ah!” continued the speaker: “I knew that 
you would decide this question for me. I know 
that the doctrine is true and universal that God 
has fashioned men’s hearts alike; and as in wa- 
ter facc answercth to face, so the heart of man 
to man,” And whenever we invoke one of the 
beautifal and eternal principles whieh God has 
written in one breast they come to the aid and 
rescue of every other. 

I know my brethren from Kentucky, (Messrs. 
ee,and Needham) are sincere in what they 
have said here: I know the position which they 
occupy at home, I sympathise with them in 
their honest struggles for truth there, and can- 
not tellihow much I would do to aid them. 
But, sir, we are bound to vindicate the eternal, 
immutable principles of humanity at whatever 
cost. I know that we may scem to make pro- 
gress for our cause, at present, by turning it 
out of the pathway of right: we may avoid pre- 
judices by it: men will like us better, and for 
the present there isa sure gain. 

But, oh! when we fise up and take hold of the 
Eternal God! when despite men’s formidable 
prejudices, and intcrests thwarting our course 
and praying as in particular cases to forego the 
truth—while we keep our cause firm upon the 
great and glorious and beautiful principles 
which Gods own finger has traced in man’s 
heart, every blow we strike drives a nail ina 
sure place in the temple of God. 

By these eternal principles let us then attach 
our cause to God’s, cternal throne; and know

Animal Magnetism, 

The subject of Animal Magnetism has exci- 
ted some attention in England, where many 
experiments have been made. We extract 
from an article in Blackwood’s Magazine, for 
September last, an account of two cases, at the 
same time confessing our utter and entire want 
of faith. 

“Before laying the more scientific report of 
Mr. Brown, as read at the last meeting of the 
Metropolitan Association before our readers, 
we may be allowed to describe a visit which 
we paid tothe baron in compliance with his 
invitation. On entering the room, No. 8, Mad- 
dox street, we saw a party of twelve or thirteen 
gentlemen standing on the floor. Baron Dupo- 
tet, a man of very prepossessing appearance, 
with fine dark intelligent eyes, was seated in 
front of a gentlemen who had offered himself 
for experiment. After keeping the points of 
their thumbs together for some’ time, till the 
temperature of both was the same, the baron 
pressed his hands on the patient’s shoulders, 
and passed lightly over his arms till their hands 
again touched. He repeated this two or three 
times, and then spreading forth his hand with 
the fingers closed, he moved it gently, with a 
a downward motion, over the patient’s face, at 
about two inches distance from his nose.— 
He then continued the waving action of his 
hand down the stomach and legs, and, having 
finished the whole length of the body, returned 
to the brow. This was continued for nearly a 
quarter of an-hour, and the patient persisted 
in saying he experienced no change. At last, 
however, he secmed to fecl some of the effects 
the baron had foretold; his color disap- 
peared, and he confessed that his heart beat in 
a way he had never experienced before. The 
baron continued his manipulations with re- 
newed activity, and shortly told us he had ac- 
quired a certain degree of influence over the 
patient, which a few more days of the magnetic 
operation would complete. He now stood up 

and informed us that the attraction established 
between himself and his patient was alread 
80 great that it would be impossible for the 
magnetised to resist following him to whatever 
part of the room he went. He then, in five o1 
six long deliberate steps, proceeded to the lob- 
by at the top of the stairs, looking round all 
the time. at the patient, who struggled with 
himself for some time, but yielded to the influ- 
ence, and cried out“for us to hold him, or he 
must follow, as if he were dragged by a strong 
chain! As the gentleman appeared consider- 
ably excited, the baron did not think it right 
to carry the experiment any farther. Some of 
the company being extremely anxious to see 
the effect of the magnetism upon a somnambu- 
list, the baron introduced his domestic, Julie, 
and made her sit down on the sofa. Julie 
seems a quiet, simple peasant, of about 40 years 
of age, not good-looking, and rather fat, but 
withal of a prepossessing appearance, and very 
modest, retiring manners. After a few min- 
utes’ conversation with several of the specta- 
tors, in answer to whose questions she said she 
had not been in good health, but felt herself 
greatly benefited by the baron’s treatment, the 
experiment was begun. Standing about three 
feet from the sofa, the baron stretched forth 
his hand, and kept waving it downwards all 
along her face and body. In a few minutes 
Julie’s eyes began to close, her head nodded as 
af in the beginning of slumber, and at the 
end of less than five minutes her chin fell upon 
her breast, and she was in a profound sleep. 
To outward appearance the sleep was natural 
and calm; the breath came tranquilly, and she 
seemed unconscious of every noise. ‘The baron 
addressed her, end to all his qyestions she re- 
plied immediately, but remained dumb when 
spoken to by any one else. As we were told 
that it needed to be put in magnetic “rapport” 
with Julie, in order to have any conversation 
we offered to undergo the process. Our hand 
was placed in Julic’s which closed strongly and 
firmly on it, with a gradually interesting pres- 
sure, till at last it a 2 assumed what is oiled 
the magnetic gr f. © now addressed the fair 
weep and told her we had a headache, and 
taki gad how **". was to be cured. She said by 
Tete -or-oil, and eating chicken-broth. 
€ broth was to be composed of half a chick- 
*"1, two carrots,and a quarter of a pound of 
barley. A gentleman now endeavored to sep- 
arate our hands, but the wrath of the somnam- 
bulist was roused, her veins swelled with pas- 
sion, and a perseverance in the attempt would 
have thrown her into hysterics. Large quan- 
tities of snuff were put into her nose without 
producing the least effect; pins were stuck in- 
to her arms and legs without being noticed, 
and it seemed impossible to make the slightest 
impression on her senses in any way. The 
baron released our hands, and after a few more 
wavings before her face. ordered her to open 
her eyes. Ina moment the lids were lifted, 
and the eyes were seen directed upwards, and 
void of all expression. A handkerchief was 
suddenly waved close to them, but she did not 
wink, nor was there any movement in the pu- 
pil. After many endeavors to produce some 
movement by striking with great force within 
an inch of the iris, the baron ordered her to 
shut her eyes, and the lids fell down with the 
rapidity of a portcullis. He now took a little 
walking-cane, tipped with silver, and pointed 
it fora minute to Julie’s nose, and she instantly 
began sneezing, from the effects of the snuff 
that had previously been introduced. After a 
short time he touched her on the knee, moved 
his hands crossways before her face, as if tear- 
ing away something that covered it, end ex- 
claiming “Awake! awake!” presented Julie to 
the company, looking as simple and ancon- 
cerned as when she first came into the room. 
She said she was quite unconscious of all that 
had passed, and would scarcely believe she had 
taken any snuff, and had no recollection of the 
chicken-broth and the castor oil. In all this 
there was no apparent desire to do any thing 
in an underhand way. Every thing was fair 
and open, and the baron in all his operations 
followed the suggestions of any one who chose 
to offer them. The rod was pointed to the 
nose in perfect silence, without a word having 
been said which could Ict Julic know what 
was about to’ be done. Noises were made at 
her ear near enough to produce a start on the 
stoutest nerves without effect, and however 
prejudiced may be the observer, it must be 
confessed that if thére is not something extra- 
ordinary in magnetism itself, there is some- 
thing very wonderful indeed in Julie's acting. 

“Patrick Mulhooly, hod-carrier, aged 27, had 
fallen from a four-story house in October last 
and received such severe injuries in both his 
legs that they were amputated on the following 
day. Since then he had been totally unable to 
walk without crutches, or some support in the 
shape of wooden limbs, into which the stumps 
of the knees were ingeniously fixed. Baron 
Dupotet's first object was to draw as great a 
flow of blood as pensiblo to the extremities, in 
order that a t cy downwards might be cre- 
ated, to be made available in the further course 
of the cure. Accordingly, he magnetised Mul- 
hooly on the 10th, 11th and 12th of July, and 
on the fourth sitting succeeded in throwing 
him into a state of somnambulism. 

“On the 14th of July the extraordinary effects 
of this treatment began to develope themselves. 


and proposed, as a proof of this, that some gen- 
tleman peculiarly skilled in any walk of science 
or literature, should join hands. with him, and 
ask what questions he chose. Dr. Hamilton Roe, 
who possesses an intimate acquaintance with 
the Seraphic language, submitted to the experi- 
ment,and having taken his hand, addressed 
him in the unknown tongue. 'Tothe amazement 
of every one present Mulhooly conversed in it 
with the utmost fluency. The only limit to the 
satisfaction of the company was, that from th 
unfortunate circumstance of Dr. Roe not being 
himself in a state of magnetism, he could not 
understand the replies of the somnambulist.— 
But the committee having been informed that 
several apostles and seven angels had recently 
arrived at the New Church near Oxford street, 
one of Cloud’s omnibuses was sent to bring 
them to the scene of the experiment. In a 
short time the twelve apostles and all the angels 
arrived in the conveyance, sixteen inside and 
three out. One of the angels, a native of Tip- 
perary, undertook to interpret to Mulhooly,and 
the branch of your committee present at this 
case comes to the unanimous conclusion that 
the assertion of Baron Dupotet is verified by 
the result. 

“Dr. Roe having asked in the unknown ton- 
gue, ‘Who am I?’ Mulhooly answered, tochan 
yeerab rothoval oy!’ which the angel interpre- 
ted to mean, ‘a pillar of the clect,’ upon which 
the doctor professed himself satisfied, and said 
it was the truth. 

“At another sitting, the excrescences, origi- 

nally so small, had assumed the appearance of 
well defined toes—a heel and sole were after- 
wards developed, and at the eleventh sitting the 
cure was completed. The celebrated dancer, 
Mademoiselle ‘Taglioni, having been invited to 
enter into magnetic ‘rapport’ with Mulhooly, 
touched his hand, and then fixing a thread round 
the patient’s thumb, held it, at the other extre- 
mity of the room. She then lifted up one of her 
graceful feet, and holding it out on a level with 
her breast, spun round with the velocity of a 
gig-wheel—Mulhooly unconsciously imitated 
every attitude, and seemed even to have a 
greater power over his limbs than the beautiful 
sylph herself. He placed his right foot on his 
own shoulder, and spun round for more than a 
minate at that height, holding his left leg in a 
horizontal position all the time. He then leapt 
down from his shoulder,and danced the Cachcua 
dance in exact imitation of Taglioni. In one of 
the pirouettes towards the conclusion, he ex- 
erted himself so prodigiously that having struck 
the mouth of Mr. Gardener, one of the commit- 
tee, with his heel, a tooth was displaced with 
reat violence, the extent of which may be 
judged of from the fact of the tooth being driv- 
en backwards through the palate, grazing the 
spinal column at the back of the neck, and se- 
verely wounding Dr. Elliotson in the abdomen 
at a distance of fourtecn feet. Mr. Gardener 
being luckily in possession of an infallible se- 
cret for setting himself to sleep, pulled out his 
night-cap, and made such use of his recipe, that 
the wound was completely cured,and a new 
tooth nearly full-grown before he thought proper 
to awake. 
“In this ease, also, the existence of the cere- 
brum abdominale, or rather of the transference 
of all the senses of the epigastrium, was com. 
pletely established. The power of reading, 
however, was not confined to the epigastrium in 
Mulhooly, but was equally developed in the cl- 
bow and tip of the ear. Mr. Balfour having 
brought to one of the mcetings an exact tran- 
scription of the writing on the Resetta stonc, 
Mulhooly, having his eyes held by two of the 
gentlemen present, pulled up his coat sleeve and 
applying his elbow to it, read the inscription 
with the most perfect ease. The same experi- 
ment was repeated with the tip of his ear— 
What adds, if possible, to the wonder of this 
experiment is, that till that time Mulhooly was 
unable to read, his early education having been 
totally neglected-”
